Lt. Lionel Boisvert

Second Lieutenant Lionel Arsene 
Boisvert died December 14 at the 
McGuire General hospital, Rich- 
mond, Va., as a result of wounds 
received during Army maneuvers 
a few hours earlier. 

Lieut. Boisvert has been in the 
service since Jan. 1940, and was 
awarded his commission in March, 
1948, following his graduation from 
the chemical warfare school at 
Edgewood Arsenal. Later he 
served as an instructor at Camp 
Swift, Texas. 

Before entering the Army he was 
employed at the Wood mill. He 
married the former Crystal Lind, 
of Rockford, Ill., in Reno, Nev., in 
October, 1942.

Andover, Massachusetts, 
December 26, 1944, 
Editor, The Townsman, 
Dear Dr, Editor: 

The tragic death of George 
Nicoll may cause shake-ups in our 
Public Safety department that may 
have been long overdue, but there 
is another implication in this 
tragedy which I should like to 
point out to my fellow citizens. 

It is all very well to have our 
Police and Fire Departments geared 
to meet emergencies, whenever 
they may arise and whérever they 
may be, but are we not also ob- 
ligated to do everything in our 
power to prevent such emergencies 
arising? I am asking for the 
ounce of prevention which will 
obviate the necessity of using a 
pound of cure. 

Had we adequately solved the 
problem of community recreation, 
the death of this boy might not 
have occurred. Had we as a town 
provided safe, adequate skating 
facilities in every section of An- 
dover within easy access of boys 
and girls, yes, and adults too, the 
chances of such a tragedy occur- 
ring would have been minimized.

Or had we as a town provided paid 
‘supervision of our recreational 
program, either on a full or part 
time basis, skating on our ponds 
and rivers would be taking place 
under the watchful eyes of men 
who would know how to act in 
the event of an emergency. As it 
is at the present time our emphasis 
in recreation comes in the sum- 
mer playground and swimming 
program and while this work is ex- 
cellently administered it involves 
only one season of the year.

But 
to expect private organizations to 
finance community recreation is 
unreasonable. They may help de- 
fray some expenses, but in the 
main a commpnity must pay for 
its own recreational program and 
facilities.

It 
is not year round. It is not well 
coordinated, It lacks central ad- 
ministration.

If we as a Com- 
munity do not provide them with 
such a program they will find it 
wherever and whenever they can, 
and in many instances the ultimate 
result may be harmful to them. I 
am pleading for an advance to be 
made in Andover recreation... We 
need a study of our program, of 
our facilities, of our administration. 
We can prevent such tragedies by 
sensibly investing a small portion 
of our money in youth and his 
leisure time activities. 

Today in America more than 
twelve hundred towns and cities 
have Recreational departments 
with full time Regreational Di- 
rectors in charge. Such a _ step 


will eventually be takeh by Aa- 
dover, but is there not some danger 
in delay? Has not George Nicoll’s 
sacrifice focussed our eyes upon a 
desperate need? Some sensible 
steps for advancement in recrea- 
tion are to be proposed at the next 
town meeting. There are some of 
ue who believe that a progressive 
community like Andover will stand 
behind suggestions for improve- 
ment, and in particular where 
such improvement is in the in- 
terest of our youth.

Citizens of Andover have probably been saying the past 
few days that the members of the Fire Department have now 
learned their lesson, and will probably be a little more eager 
to do everything possible in the line of duty. 

There’s a real lesson, however, for the people of Andover 
themselves to learn. A few months ago we stated in an edi- 
torial that we hoped it wouldn’t take a fire fatality to convince 
the town that its Fire Department was undermanned. Last 
winter there had been a midnight fire in a frame apartment 
building, and it could have been a holocaust. That fire and the 
recent drowning will very probably convince the town that it 
should grant Chief Buchan’s frequently-expressed desire for 
extra men. It took a death to do it. Quite a few years ago, we 
got extra men for our Police Department. It took the murder 
of a policeman to convince us of the need for that. 

We’re not too wise in the spending and saving of our 
money. There are quite a few ways in which we spend money 
that are entirely unnecessary. Economies could be made in the 
running of our town government, economies which we have 
pointed out during the course of the past year. But it appar- 
ently takes more courage than some of our town officials and 
leaders have in order to get these administrative reforms

sition at town meeting asking for $300 to have a bad curve 
in a road straightened out. He usually gets scant attention 
and the $300 is not granted. Then along comes something else 
that costs a couple of thousand dollars, and we’re quite will- 
ing to spend that because we always have. Some day that 
citizen who asked for the $300 may come before a town meet- 
ing reinforced in his argument by a recent fatal accident at 
that bad curve he wanted eliminated, and then we'll say, 

Oh, sure, we must have that.” But it apparently will take a 
fatality to do it. 

The same thing applies in the sanding of our streets. For 
some reason, Thursday morning even the hills, despite the 
fact that they were coated with glare ice, were not sanded. 
There were several accidents, because, as everyone knows, 
no matter how slowly you go on glare ice down a hill, it’s al- 
most impossible to keep control of your car. Those streets 
should have been sanded much earlier than they were. It 
shouldn’t take accidents to convince the Public Works De- 
partment of this. And don’t let’s fool ourselves that they’re 
trying to save us money. The men who hang around in the 
Public Works barns might just as well be sanding the streets, 
and we wouldn’t have to pay them a cent more for working 
than we have to pay them for standing still. 

Yes, there are plenty of things to be done here in An- 
dover, plenty of precautions to be taken, and if the town, its 
officials, and its leaders only had courage enough to make 
economies where they could very well be made and to spend 
money where it should be spent, the young boy who went to

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Since the beginning of rationing we have 
been confronted with many problems which 
by degrees have caused us to make changes 
in the method of conducting our business. 
The recent and sudden return of ‘many food 
items to the ration list will mean a great 
hardship to everyone. To us, a service store, 
it will mean additional bookkeeping and 
record making. Were this but a temporary 
situation we would try to make the best of it, 
but in view of the fact that the need for ra- 
tioning is more likely to increase than de- 
crease, we find that we must adopt a new 
policy of doing business with our customers 
which will permit us to serve them well and 
at the same time maintain the records and 
comply with the rules and regulations of the 
O.P.A. Time is of the essence. It takes time 
to make out charge slips, to figure ration 
points on each, to post these slips, make out 
statements, mail them and later go over the 
statements with the customers in case of a 
question. With the exception of figuring 
points we have been performing these tasks 
willingly for the past 28 years in order that 
this store might offer a complete credit serv- 
ice to our customers. But the picture has 
now changed. Two of our bookkeepers are 
now devoting one-half of their time to wait- 
ing on trade, assembling orders and helping 
customers with their ration books. There is 
not enough time left in which to do all the 
normal bookkeeping. Were I able to help, I 
would gladly do so, but one-half of my time 
every day is spent outside the store trying 
to buy goods to sell. We are therefore going 
to eliminate one phase of duplicate book- 
keeping by discontinuing monthly state- 
ments. Beginning January, 1945, no more 
monthly statements will be rendered. The 
sales slips given to customers at the time of 
purchase will be the only bills they will re- 
ceive. And in view of this we are requesting 
that these slips be paid for on or before 
Monday of the week following the week in 
which the goods are purchased. It will be far 
easier for a customer to keep account of two, 
three or four slips and pay for them than 
to accumulate thirty or more until the end 
of the month before paying for them. Not 
only will this simplify our charge bookkeep- 
ing, but it will make the keeping of rationing 
accounts easier. It is not a little confusing 
for acustomer to pay her ration points at one 
time and for the goods at another time. 


When the war is over and ration points 
are out the window, the food merchant will 
be very happy to return to the only pleasant 
way of conducting a food store, and that is 
by giving a complete delivery and credit 
service. Until then we ask you to bear with 
us while we try to fill your needs to the best 
of our ability under the pressure with which 
we are now working.
